The postmaster general has just Issued an order which, in effect, 


compels th** publishers of jgijiers to stop a subscriber’s paper, when 


the time for which It was paid has expired. 
Heretofore most pub­ 


lishers have continued to send the paper after the expiration of the 


time paid for. unless expressly ordered not to do so by the subscriber, 


and lf the subscriber accepted it from the postoffice he was held liable 


for payment, as his acceptance of delivery was considered as an Im­ 


plied agreement to take it. 


Under the new ruling the postmaster is not allowed to deliver 


papers to subscribers by mail, who have not expressly ordered their 


papers renewed, and th** date printed upon Hie address label, must 


show that the subscriber is not in arrears, or the paper w ill*not he 


delivered, u nless the publisher affixes a one cent .stamp to each <ie-
